Greece Plans a Forced 
Loan of $67,500,000; 
Details Are Given Out 


ATHENS, April 4.—<A bill author- 
faing the government to raise a forced 
Joan of 1,600,000,000 drachmas (about 
present rate of 
exchange) was introduced in the na- 
tional assembly yesterday by the min- 
ister of ¢inance, 

The measure provides that all per- 
eons possessing paper currency must 
lend fifty per cent. to the state imme- 
Giately the bill becomes law. A par- 
Mamentary committee ca been ap- 
pointed to examine the bill, 

The bill provides an ingenious de- 
vice to realise the loan immediately 
and automatically. Al! bank notes in 
circulation would be cut into two 
halves under the provisions of the 
111, one half to remain in circulation 
representing half of the note's value, 
while the other would be converted 
into a bond of the compulsory loan, 
bearing seven per cent. interest. The 
national bank would be obiiged to 
lend the state immediately one-half 
of the amount obta‘ned by the divi- 
sion of the bank notes,

The agricultural members of parliament are somewhat per- 
turbed over the prospect of the discussion on the cattle embargo 
without the government whips’ surveillance. If the majority of 
the members of parliament vote ageinst the continuing of the 
embargo, the next step would be for a private member to intro- 
duce a measure for its removal. 

The Central Chamber of Agriculture will discuss the ques- 
tion probably tomorrow and the parliamentary agricultural 
committee will also meet immediately to deal with it.
